tive design and activity which must 
lie at the very foundation of the edi- 
fice of societal perfection; two things 
which must comprise the primary 
element in the adjustment of the square 
of human equation. The first of these 
is industry, or the ordinary perform- 
ance of use, and the second is prudence 
in the appropriation and distribution 
of the products of industry. However 
industrious a man may be, if he is 
imprudent and lacks discrimination 
in the application of the products of 
his toil, he may remain in poverty. 

_ The possibility of exercising pru- 
dence is not always within the sphere 
of the industrious man’s activity. If 
he has liberty, he may with judgment 
apply the prudential law, but the

by the “capitalist” and compelled, 
from his very entrance into the arena 


| of competism with the man who may 


have inherited his millions, to strug- 
gle for existence, has no liberty. 

No country is free whose people are 
bound by laws and law-makers under 
the control of railroad monopolists, 
combinations and trusts resulting 
from human avarice. There is no 
liberty where a man is compelled to 
eke out a miserable existence in de- 
voting all his waking hours to hard 
toil, and the compensation of industry 
does not obtain till the laborer, worthy 
of his hire, shall receive the full re- 
muneration of his effort. 

The laborer in bondage must be 
‘assisted by wise direction to regain 
his liberty from the thraldom of the 
curse of labor. Labor is drudgery 
imposed upon the race through the 
great serpent, the love of money, by which 
the first parents were beguiled, and 
through which came the fall of man. 

It has been declared that ‘‘the love 
of money is the root of all evil.”

The 
capitalist is the man who can conduct 
the most extensive business and so 
classify it as to make the unskilled 
workman accomplish as much for him 
as the skilled, while at the same time 
the employment costs but one-tenth 
the sum demanded of the skilled 
mechanic and operator. The capital- 
ist is the man of brains—of the intel- 


lectual order—destitute of moral ob- f 


ligation and religious principle, but 
who wears the cloak of either religious 
or moral hypocrisy. : 

Koreshanity aims to control the 
same elements that now relate so- 
called capital and labor, but by dif- 
ferent methods and with opposite re-

We advocate the doctrine of America 
for Americans; Italy for Italians; 
China for Chinamen; England for 
Englishmen; Germany for Germans; 
and the world for the world when it 
becomes cosmopolitan and invites the 


world to the citizenship of our Com- 
monwealth; but we object to foreign- 
ers thronging our shores and claiming 
greater rights than citizens, while at 
the same time they not only demand 
greater immunities than the Ameri- 
can, but institute processes of com- 
petition andvintimidation to enforce 
them that are the spontaneous en- 
genderings of the heaped up avarice 


of ages. 
The American wage earner need not 


fear the immigration of honest pur- 
pose to adopt our country and its 
rights through legally constituted 
methods of naturalization. When he 
has outgrown, sufficiently, his confi- 
dence in the political wire-puller and 
knave to no longer trust him with his 
interests, he need not fear either the 
combination of capital or the more

COME TO_-JESUS. 


Rev. David Swing said in a recent sermon 
what has come to be gradually known among in- 
telligent observers: ‘‘What most deeply injures 
the pulpit of our day is the excessive growth of 
all material things—houses, furniture, money 
and all display—a palace in the foreground, with 
a small, half-doubted God far off in the rear. 
‘The clergyman’s dinner is richer than his wor- 
ship. We are all so near alike in this humili- 
ating defect that we are interested in keeping 
silence. The Roman soothsayers wore a wise, 
solemn face while they were passing a Cæsar or 
a Brutus, but they smiled when they met each 
other, Their most sincere study of birds was 
reserved for the birds served with wine at the 
table.” Exhortations to ‘come to Jesus” from 
the lips of such men are ludicrous rather than "| 
solemn,—The Religio Philosophical Journal, 

To come to Jesus is to come to the 
state of mind and heart which he 
possessed. Instead of looking with 
indifference upon the physical suffer- 
ings of men, while he enjoyed to sur- 
feit the good things of the world, 
when the disciples asked him to send 
the multitudes away hungry, he said, 
“I have compassion on the multitude 
* * * andI will not send them 
away fasting, lest they faint in the 
way.” “Give ye them to eat.” And 
he said this when their whole store 
of supplies was five loaves of bread 
and two little fishes. 

To come to Jesus is to come to his 
state of feeling concerning those who 
opposed his teachings and his life. 
When his disciples came and told him 
that they had found one casting out 
devils who did not follow with them, 
and they forbade him, he said, ‘‘Forbid 
him not,” and when the chief priests 
and scribes and Pharisees of his time, 
the predecessors of those who revel and 
riot on large salaries in the fat posi- 
tions in the Church and State of the 
present, in defiance of all law, Divine 
and human, clamored for his blood 
and prevailed upon a heathen govern- 
ment to murder him, his last com- 
passionate and pleading accents were, 
“Father, forgive them; for they know 
not what they do.” 

To come to Jesus is to come to his 
knowledge, but his knowledge is the 
knowledge of God. Nothing short of 
this will ever enable men to reach 
eternal life. ‘And this is the record, 
that God hath given to us eternal life, 
and this life is in his Son. He that 
hath the Son hath life; and he that 
hath not the Son of God hath not 
life.’ ‘‘And we know that the Son of 
God is come, and hath given us an 
understanding, that we may know 
him that is true, and we are in him 
that is true; even in his Son, Jesus 
Christ. This is the true God, and 
eternal life.” The positive declaration 
of the Greek of the last sentence is: 
This one, to wit, Jesus Ohrist, is the 
true God and eternal (Greek, age-long) 
lite, 

To come to Christ, then, is to have 
“Christ formed” within us. To have 
Christ formed within us is to become 
Christs, Sons of God like Jesus, the 
one Son of God, the seed of the new 
kingdom of God, for the coming of 
which in earth Jesus taught us to 
pray, of which the seed was planted 
in the beginning of the Christian age. 

“This is eternal life that they may 
know” (or to know) “God and Jesus 
Christ” (Greek, saviour, anointed), 
‘‘whom he hath sent.” The one whom 
he hath sent is the Messenger of the 
Covenant, or conjunction of God and 
man, who comes in the end of every 
age before ‘‘the great and terrible day 
of the Lord,” the judgment day that 
ends each age. When this Messenger 
came in the end of the Jewish age the 
chief priests and Pharisees said of 
him, “We know that God spake unto 
Moses: as for this fellow, we know 
not whence he is,” and they cried 
“Crucify him! Crucify him!” and 
demanded that a robber and murderer 
be released unto them in his stead. 

Receiving their salaries‘from the 
avails of robbery, like the incumbents 
of offices, civil and ecclesiastical of 
the present, it was and is but natural 
that their sympathies and support 
should be bestowed upon a robber 
rather than the innocent, and to them 
useless, Son of God. Under like cir- 
cumstances it is inevitable that their 
successors of the present should do 
the same thing. 


Mr. Swing is right in saying, in 
effect, that the damnation of the clergy 
of the present lies in the abundant 
material of ease and luxury which they 
enjoy, by which they are, consciously 
or unconsciously, bribed to give coun- 
tenance, if not openly, at least by 
their silence, to injustice and every 
phase of robbery and wrong.

politicians and lawyers who live in 
ease and pleasure upon fat salaries 
wrung out of the penury of honest toil. 

That these influential people even 
though they, in their moments of re- 
flection, feel constrained to make 
honest admissions like the above, 
should not like the prophet of evil 
who tells them the truth, and should, 
by their silent acquiescence, if not by 
active encouragement, aid the rude 
fellows of the baser sort in his taking 


off, is to be expected; yet truth is , 


mighty and in the end must prevail, 
and every plant which our heavenly

13. Their opinion would be similar 
to that which they would have of a 
white Leghorn rooster who should sin 
against his race by crossing himself 
with a black Spanish hen, thus pun- 
ishing his children’s children forever, 
(which neyer, in the language of the 
Bible, means anything else than for 
the age) by making them speckled for 
the age, till by careful breeding, out 
of this mixture may be brought a 
flock of pure white Leghorns and an- 
other of pure black Spanish chicks. 

14. God chose one favored race in 
which to plant his seed just as a hus- 
bandman chooses one of his fields in 
which to sow wheat. The next 
year he will not choose the same field 
but some other, and the fields not 
chosen will be left to grow some other 
grain, or weeds. 

15. He did not alter his plans, but 
in the long process of development 
when he had brought to perfection in 
one race a single sample of the Divine 
seed, he chose other races in which to 
grow a full crop of the kind of 
seed thus perfected, mainly because, 
the fiéld being humanity and pos- 
sessed of a will that rejected this Di- 
vine seed, he must needs find other 
fields in which to perfect his crop.

28. The mountebanks, both infidel 
and professed Christian, like Simon 
Magus, have not wit enough to receive 
them, and the very few who really 
understand: them have no need of 
them. 

24. In a way very similar to that 
in which, what are supposed to be 
the plainest statutes, set what are re- 
puted to be the ablest lawyers at log- 
gerheads.

Does not the modern, so-called 
Christian Church teach that the mys- 
tery of the Trinity is unexplainable, 
and yet does it not declare that the 
Trinity is composed of the Father, 
Son and Holy Ghost, and that these 
three are one God? Does it not teach 
that God is a person, without body or 
parts, invisible to the natural eye, e- 
ternal, all-knowing, all-wise, all-pow- 
erful, illimitable, unchangeable and 
inseparable, and that each part of the 
Trinity has equal power with every 
other? Does it not teach that man can 
have communion with the Son-God 
distinct from the Father-God? That 
through an acquaintance with the Son- 
God the Father-God’s wrath may be 
appeased after becoming reconciled, 
holding communion, and making an 
atonement with the Father-God 
through the intercession of the Son- 
God? 

Does the Church not teach, “Know 
God and live eternally,” and in almost 
the next breath declare that God is 
unknowable? Does it not also teach 
that in the beginning was the Word; 
and the Word was with God; and the 
Word was God; that this Word became 
flesh, and men beheld his glory as the 
only begotten Son of God, and that 
by him were all things made that are 
made, and without him was not any- 
thing made that is made? Does it 
not claim that this Son was the ful- 
ness of the Godhead bodily, that who- 
soever seeth him seeth the Father, 
for He and the Father are one? 

Does not modern Christianity refer 
to Him as the one spoken of in Isaiah, 
ix: 6,7, “Unto us a child is born, 
unto us a son is given: and the gov- 
ernment shall be upon his shoulder: 
and his name shall be called Wonder- 
ful, Counsellor, The mighty God, The 
everlasting Father, The Prince of 
Peace. Of the increase of his govern- 
ment and peace there shall beno end, 
upon the throne of David, and upon 
his kingdom, to order it, and to es- 
tablish it with judgment and with 
justice from henceforth even forever ?” 

Is not this the same God who was 
in the beginning, always was and 
forever shall be?

in his own image and likeness—might 
be appeased; and that being all pow- 
erful he could, by merely saying they 
should remain as perfect as he made 
them, have prevented the fall, and 
there would have been no sin nor 
wickedness in the world to-day. But 
he chose, rather, a method by which 
he could show forth his own glory by 
allowing them to fall, and then vol- 
untarily causing a most infamous 
death to come upon the Son in order 
to save those who would believe in his 
power, and be saved in their sin, not 
out of it, and obey God’s command- 
ments. 

According to the modern Church, in 
order to show his gracious kindness 
and his bountiful mercy to this “fal- 
len from Divine grace, humanity,” 
this innocent Son who knew no sin, 
but was equal to God himself, must 
bear the sin for the guilty and 
let the guilty go free. Did not Christ 
teach that the only way to have life 
eternal is to obey the ten com- 
mandments in their fulness, as he 
did? Did he not say, “I am the 
way, the truth, and the life’? Yet 
modern spurious Christianity teaches 
that it is not necessary to know the 
science of these commands much less 
to obey them; that by merely believ- 
ing and doing the best we can we 
shall receive the same glory that is 


promised to all who are absolutely 
righteous, becoming joint heirs with 
Jesus Christ, having him for their el- 
der brother. 

Does not the church teach that with 
one breath he could instantly, regard- 
less of established laws, decrees or 
destiny, destroy the powers of the 
wicked, relieve suffering humanity, 
provide for the comfort of the desti- 
tute and starving multitudes; that 
every form of pestilence of a defiled 
world and the powers of the devil 
could be removed at any time when 
he willed to give the word? 

Notwithstanding all the greatness 
and power which modern theologians 
ascribe to God, they claim that he is 
necessitated to call for assistance, to 
bring about a better condition in hu- 
manity, from the modern clergy, law- 
yers, physicians, surgeons, teachers, 
kings, statesmen, so-called philan- 
thropists, and missionaries, to estab- 
lish the kingdom for which Jesus told 
his disciples to pray. 

Despite all the power ascribed to 
this Deity, Is not the world in the 
power of hell? Is not justice a farce? 
Is it not honorable to be a wholesale 
robber and murderer?

Does not modern theology teach 
that, although God is unchangeable, 
one part of this Trinity, the Son, who, 
before he came down to humanity 
had no body, is now at the right hand 
of the Father-God with the same body 
he had in earth, and that the Holy 
Spirit, the other part of the Godhead, 
which Jesus could not give them while 
here in earth, and which he called the 
Comforter, is now in every one who 
wishes to receive it, just by the ask- 
ing for it? With them the probabil- 
ity is, that forever more this Holy 
Spirit will remain in the open airand 
will never cease to be there, but gen- 
eration after generation will be able 
to accept it, while the millions upon 
millions of people who lived before 
Christ's time, who had no opportu- 
nity of seeing or hearing him, or of 
getting some of this valuable sub- 
stance, are now writhing in the tor- 
ments of a fiery hell. 

According to modern theology the 
only ones in the past, present or fu- 
ture who do not accept this interpre- 
tation of the Divine theology are des- 
tined to eternal hell-fire, and yet it is 
possible, through the Father-God’s 
desire, that they may all be rescued 
and dwell in his righteousness forever.

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THE USURY QUESTION. 


The Way to Stop Usury is to Treat 
Usurers as Convicted Felons, 

As one who has, to the best of his 
ability, always advocated the cause of 
the borrower, I ask space in your pa- 
per to give what I know to be the 
status of this interest and usury ques- 
tion in the Western part of Minnesota. 

We have tried the present law that 
forfeits both principle and interest, 
and the only effect it has on the mon- 
ey question has been to make bankers 
and money-loaners law-breakers, No 
borrower has reaped any benefit from 
it. On the contrary, it makes an 
army of ‘‘innocent purchasers,” that 
are growing rich out of the poor, debt 
and usury burdened borrower. Irre- 
sponsible parties loan money, sell the 
notes and mortgages and tell the man 
who has been swindled to ‘sue and be 
d—d.” Under this law, I have known 
farmers to pay 100 per cent for mon- 
ey. Istand ready to proye this as- 
sertion. 

You ask these men why they do 
not repudiate such detestable con- 
tracts and they tell you: ‘Why, Ihad 
to do that or worse, and if I don’t pay 
as I agreed to I can never borrow 
again.” Every man who has ever 
raised his voice against this unholy 
state of things is blacklisted. A 
money shark in a neighboring town 
did mé the honor to say that “they 


| would drive me ont of the country” 


for writing and talking against their 
schemes. 

Now, if onr legislature would give 
us a law that would lock up these 


agents—I don’t care if it is for life— 
somebody will be found who has the 
“sand” to prosecute them. But the 
old usury law is a dead letter, and we 
might just as well have no penalty as 
to have it. 

While we have a law that the max- 
imum rate of interest shall be 10 per 
cent, and two banks in this town tell 
us openly that their rates are from 12 
to 18 up, what will we gain by reduc- 
ing the legal rate to eight per cent, 
and haying the penalty just what it 
is now? 

These men who loan money claim 
to be respectable people, and move 
in good society. Pass a law that will 
clothe some of them in the garb of 
old Grimes, except that the stripes 
will be horizontal instead of running 
“up and down,” and I think that it 
may have some tendency to do this 
business ‘‘on the sly,” at least, if not, 
«on the square.” 

A man said to me once; ‘I sold 
B— a wagon for $75. Hehas paid 
me in interest $150, and he still owes 
me for the wagon $75.” 

Put such men in the state's prison, 
and, although others may be found to 
do the same work, none of them will 
be disposed to brag about it.—John 
Lathrop, in St, Paul ( Minn.)

My “Roya”? Broruer:—I am about to say a 
few things to you that I hope yon will not for a 
moment think are said in a spirit of criticism, 
but only that Koreshan Science, which, as far 
as I understand, I love, may not be misunder- 
stood. We were told, “If you have anything 
against a brother go to him with your com- 
plaint,” and “I have somewhat against you.” 
In your answer in the FLamina Sworp to your 
Natick, Mass., correspondent there are some 
points on which you fail to make your position 
clear, because to the casual observer they would 
not seem to be in accordance with manifest 
Sacts, 

You say, ‘“The law is given in the books that 
the earth curves eight inches to the mile; still 
farther you say, “If this is true, and if the 
water is convex, a man standing with his feet at 
the water’s edge and his eye six feet above the 
water would have a horizon just three miles 
away. A ship three miles from him would be 
on his horizon and he could see no water beyond 
the ship. This is the claim made by modern 
philosophers,” 

Now if modern philosophy makes this claim, 
why not quote, word for word, giving the au- 
thor’s name and the page of the book in which 
the claim may be found, and let him stand or 
fall by his own worde; for, surely, if the curve 
of the earth is eight inches to the mile, the 
common mind would instantly think that the man 
with his eye six feet above the water ought to 
see farther than three miles; for eight inches in 
one mile would be only two feet, in three miles 
an eye siz feet above the water should see nine 
miles, or surely more thanthree!!! ‘Then, proofs 
that modern philosophers say it, would be 
demanded. 

Again you say, ‘All equatorial ocean currents 
move westerly. Gravic force, as it streams 
down from the projected sun, carries the air, 
water and earth along with it from east to west 
because the projected sun moves in that direc- 
tion,” 

Is it not a fact that the two best known equa- 
torial ocean currents—the Gulf Stream, and the 
stream from the Japan and China seas—move 
very rapidly in an easterly and northerly direc- 
tion? The one modifying the climate of all 
Western Europe, making it much warmer in the 
same latitudes than on the eastern coast of 
North America; and the other flowing easterly 
and northerly, greatly changing the climate on 
the western coast of North America, so that its 
climate is much more equable than that of the 
same latitude on the Atlantic or eastern side. 

You say, ‘The old theory gives to the earth 
an enormous speed which is absolutely impossi- 
ble under the laws of the union of motions,” 
Is not this merely an assertion, unless proofs 
are given? What are the laws of the union of 
motions? The minie ball has ita two motions’ 
as it is sent out on its mission. The man who 
invented the twist in the bore of the rifle knew 
that the accuracy of its projectile force was 
greatly increased thereby; the very fact 
shown by the increased efficiency of the minie 
ball through the union of the two motions 
brings many minds to the conclusion that there 
must be two corresponding motions of the earth; 
but that part might easily be refuted. 

It seems to me that you did not write thie 
article with your usual clearness. Ifone should 
see only that No. of the Framtna Sworp the 
desire for farther knowledge on that subject 
might not be excited. If one goes out intend- 
ing to bring down game should he not go with 
a full stock of ammunition? I hope that you 
will accept this criticism in the spirit of 
brotherly love, for in reality itis the oriticiam 
which people of some power of thought make

My critic in the above letter has 
asked that I take her criticism in 
the true spirit of brotherly love. I 
have done so. As I am well acquainted 
with Mrs. H I accept her criti- 
cism as one intended to do good. I 
shall ask in return that she accept my 
reply, or review of her letter, in the 
spirit of sweet, sisterly affection. 

I publish her letter and my reply 
thereto in the Swonp, because the 
article on which she passes judgment 
appeared therein. If I have made a 
mistake in the statement of the facts 
and have misled her thereby, then I 
have misled others. 

My critic thinks, and says what 
she thinks, that I have misstated the 
facts concerning the modern theory 
of the curve of the earth. I stated 


in the Sworp, No. 28, that it is 
common knowledge that the earth 
curves eight inches to the mile. 
From this statement of a common 
fact I made the caleulation, accord- 
ing to the rule giyen in all the school 
books, that a man standing with his 
eye six feet above the water would 
have a horizon at a distance of three 
miles. When I made the statement 
of the common fact I had no idea but 
that all readers who did not believe 
this statement would consult the 
school books to see if I had made a 
false statement. 

All of the readers of that article as 
well as my critic should understand 
the simple propositions and theorems 
of geometry and the methods of their 
demonstration before they attempt 
more than the asking of questions. 
My critic shows that she is not inform- 
ed concerning the point she criticises. 

If the water curves eight inches to 
the mile it is very natural to say that 
in two miles the curve is sixteen inch- 
es; in three miles it is twenty-four, ete 
but no one informed on the ratio of cur- 
vature would ever make such L A 
take. It is not necessary for me to

The 
reason that I did not deem it- 
sary for me to give the name 
page of the book referred to, or ti 
the law, word for word, is becaus 
school books on that subject co;

above rule. 8x8=9. 2 of 9=6 feet. 
So, if the man’s eye is six feet above _ 
the water his horizon is three miles 
distant. There is no use for me to 
enter into the geometric solution for 
the deduction of the above rule, be- 
cause none but geometricians would 
understand it, and they are not ques- 
tioning my statement. — 

Nine-tenths of the people fall into 
the error of my critic. There isa 
difference between a straight line di- 
verging from a horizontal line, and 
a curve line diverging from a hori- 
zontal line. I repeat, therefore, that 
it is my critic and not myself that 
has gone gunning with wet powder. 
Her game was not crippled. 

The second criticism is concerning 
ocean currents. 

T said that ‘all equatorial ocean 
currents move westerly.” My critic 
denies this by referring to the Japan 
Current and the Gulf Stream. All of 
the text books on the subject of 
Physical Geography assert that the 
great Pacific equatorial current begins 
off the coast of South America; the 
main current moving a little north of 
west and passing to the north of Aus- 
tralia. It moves along the coast of 
Japan and travels across the northern 
waters eastward. 

The Japan Current is not an equa- 
torial current. The Gulf Stream is 
not an equatorial current. I wrote 
about equatorial currents which begin 
on the west coasts of the continents 
and which do move to the westward, 
and which, after they are checked by 
the continents, are compelled to 
change their direction; the one 
that is checked by America is de- 
veloped into the Galf Stream; while 
the one checked by Japan develops 
into the Japan Current. So I assert 
that my critic has made a mistake 
about the equatorial currents. No 
game yet. 

Her third and last criticism is al- 
ready answered in her own admis- 
sions. She asks why not apply to 
the earth the two laws of motion as 
observed in the cannon ball. Said ball 
has the double motion. I admit it. 

Now, I ask her to naine the cannon 
out of which the earth was shot: also, 
who made the twist of the bore of that 
wondrous cannon; also, who made the 
powder that exploded, by which was 
generated the dynamis that compelled 
the earth to leave her cannon’s mouth 
with the double motion? Also, by 
what law does the earth continue in 
her double motion? We know ‘a 
cannon ball stops as soon as it loses 
the force of the dynamis which was 


imparted to the ball by the explosi 
of the powder. x R i Sa 
This last question of my critic does 
not need special attention, because 
there are no facts to give as evidence 
of these two motions in their relation 
to the earth. I hope the readers will 
re-read the article on the last page of 
No. 28 of the Sworp.—Vulcan.

If one thing more than another 
ikes the mind in reading the Fram- 
1a Sworp it is the clearness with 
ich it sets forth the doctrine of 
ispensations and the peculiar and 


distinctive features of each age or dis- 


pensation as belonging to it and to no 
other, 

From the exposition given of the 
Scriptures by the Christian Church 
we are taught to believe that the doc- 
trine of the Christian dispensation is 
to be continued not only for a given 
time or period of the world’s career 
but throngh all time, and so, that 
peculiar phase of Divine worship in 
which the Father is made the promi- 
nent factor in religious devotion, sig- 
nificantly and pre-eminently Chris- 
tian, may not remain so important a 
phase of service in and through a suc- 
ceeding cycle of time. It would seem 
that there are two elements which go 
to comprise the character of God; one 


_ of which, judging from the indications 


of nature, is as important as the other. 

In no observation can we escape 
the testimony to the fact that the fe- 
ndale form and office are as essential to 
the propagation and perpetuation of 
life as the male, and, as we are led to 
believe by the evidence set before our 
eyes,the female has more to do with 
constructive creation than the male. 
If this isnot true in art, sofar as we 
observe, it is at least the testimony 
of nature; for here the female is the 
constructive force, and such observa- 
tion and the analysis of critical differ- 
entiation may enable us to discrimi- 
nate between the spheres of man's 
and woman’s executive capacities, and 
to give specific classification to their 
respective rights and the domains in 
which each may naturally excel. So 
far, in the domains of artificial archi- 
tecture and construction, the man has 
seemed to take the lead and to possess 
the superior’ capacity; but, becatse 
man has appeared to the best advan- 
tage in artificial building, it does not 
by any means follow that in natural 
construction he is woman’s superior. 

Man, or the male, is the impreg- 
nator, and the female is the genera- 
tor; this is true, relatively, in every 
department and phase of life, and 
may it not follow when the time ar- 
rives for the natural kingdom to‘be 
inaugurated, that woman’s true func- 
tion will be manifest asthe construct- 
ive energy? This at least appears 
to be the doctrine of the Koreshan_ 
System, and there lacks but one thing, 
the manifestation of the genuine 
Motherhood, of which as yet we have 
had no example unless the virgin 
Mary approximated it, at least in the 
inner form of recreative power.

The maseuline power has long been 
the dominant one in the race of man, 
and it is not surprising that, in all 
systems and processes of education, 
the woman has been taught to regard 
the father element the only one re- 
siding in, and actuated from Deity.

Of the mother of Jesus little has 
been recorded; “This may haye been 
necessary to guard against supersti- 
tious veneration; a tendency so natu- 
ral in the minds of those who are 
inspired by the life and death of their 
acknowledged Messiah, who found 
her arms his cradle and her breast 
the ‘fountain of nourishment for his 
infancy. 

Eloquence has woven her choicest 
garland to deck His brow; music has 
breathed notes of sweetest cadence in 
chanting his praise, while multitudes 
bow in adoration before him of whom 
Isaiah said, “Unto us a child is born, 
unto us a Son is given: and the 
government shall be upon his shoul- 
der: and his name shall be called 
Wonderful, Counsellor, The mighty 
God, The everlasting Father, The 
Prince of Peace.” 

The heathen have ever venerated 
the mother of their gods.. Is it any 
wonder that when a compromise was 
effected between the Christian and 
Pagan nations that there should also 
be manifest a veneration for the 
virgin mother of the God of Chris- 


tians, or that the worship formerly 
given to Cybele, the mother of their 
gods, should be accorded to Mary? 
In consequence of this the day of the 
festival of Hilaria, celebrated in 
in honor of Cybele, became ‘Lady- 
day” in honor of the mother of our 
Lord. ., 

Through all the brief life of Jesus, 
women were ever exalted to the rank 
of dear friends. When one came to 
him as a sinner he did not gather up 
his garments from her touch, because 
in his heart was a fountain of tender- 
ness, therefore he drew her near and 
suffered her to clasp his feet that she 
might feel that she was in contact 
with a Father’s love and mercy, 

To Bethany's humble home Jesus 
was wont to go that he might find 
the congenial fellowship of loving 
hearts. It was here that one manifest- 
ed the wealth of her great love in the 
sacrifice of anointing; unconscious 
of every presence, save that of her 
Lord, she wiped those sacred feet 
with her flowing tresses, while the 
whole house was filled with the fra- 
grance of the sacrifice which so feebly 
expressed the fulness and intensity 
of her love that could but ascend to 
heaven as an incense of supreme de- 
votion. It was the intensity of the 
personal attachment to Jesus that 
this act expressed which called forth 
the high and priceless encomium of 
the Lord, “She has done what she 
could; she is come aforehand to 
anoint my body to the burying. Verily 
I say unto you, Wheresoever. this 
gospel is preached throughout the 
whole world, this also which she hath 
done shall be spoken of for a memo- 
rial of her.” 

Others were permitted to minister 
to the Lord or to offer their oblations 
before him; one even carrying her 
offering into the presence of the proud 
Pharisee as they were at the table 
and Jesus said, ‘Seest thou this 
woman? I entered into thine house, 
thou gayest me no water for my feet: 
but she hath washed my feet with 
tears, and wiped them with the hairs 
of her head. Thou gayest me no 
kiss: but this woman, since the time 
I came in, hath not ceased to kiss my 
feet. Mine head with oil thon didst 
not anoint: but this woman hath 
anointed my feet with ointment.” 

In the supreme hour of his humilia- 
tion, when upon the cross, in his 
mortal agony, as his soul was about 
to fall under the sword that smote 
him for our sakes, when the darkness 
obscured the face of the Father, Jesus 
turned to the disciples who were gather- 
ed near, among whom was his mother, 
so true to him in this hour of anguish, 
and with a last look, so full of love, 
he said, “Woman,” (not mother) 
‘behold thy son;” then turning to the 
disciple whom he loved he said, ‘‘Be- 
hold thy mother.” Through the 
name woman the Lord would direct 
us into the love which knows not the 
flesh, and the knowledge that he was 
no nearer to his mother than to all. 

When the ‘Prince of Life” was be- 
ing borne to the tomb very few of 
his disciples were there, but the wo- 
men who followed him from Galilee 
ministering unto him were there, 
The rest had smitten their breasts 
and returned. It was women who at 
the early dawn brought sweet spices 
that they might anoint the precious 
body of their Lord, but they found 
the stone rolled away and the sepul- 
cher empty; to woman was it first re- 
vealed that Christ was indeed risen 
from the grave, but this woman ras 
not his mother. 

To woman he first manifested him- 
self. Her heart was so shrouded with 
a thick cloud of sorrow that she could 
not preceive him her soul loved and 
sought. ‘‘Woman, why weepest thou?” 
These were the first words from the 
mouth of the risen Lord, Who but 
he could it be whose call of “Mary” 
fell upon her ear as sweetest music, 
who but he, the “Good Shepherd” 
who knows his own and is known of 
his, “who calleth his sheep by name 
and they know his voice?” 

To-day woman stands on a pecu- 
liar plane. Sanetified as her sex 
has been by the God of love, man has 
degraded her to his own base concep- 
tion of a wife, a slavery so degraded 
that many turn away from it in loath- 
ing. Is she free to worship God ac- 
cording to the dictates of her own 
conscience? Alas; she soon finds 
that the length of her gilded chain is 
reached as she discovers that she is 
only permitted to worship God accord- 
ing to the dictates of an usurper of 
authority—the so-called husband.

Equitable Commercial System In- 
troduced to the Socialists at 
Waverly Hall, by Mr. 
Heaver, 


HIDE-BOUND SOCIALISTIC LEADERS, 


The subject of the Koreshan Equi- 
table Commercial System was intro- 
duced to the Socialists of Chicago at 
their Sunday afternoon meeting of 
May 24th, by Mr. Jas. Heaver, who 
until recently has been an active 
member of that socialistic body. 

Mr. Heaver has for the past twenty 
years been deeply interested in the 
social and labor questions and has in- 
vestigated their systems, both in 
England and in America. A few 
months ago he was led to investigate 
the Koreshan System of Equitable 
Commerce, (now being put into prac- 
tical operation in San Francisco,) 
and endorses it as the only system 
that gives any practical solution of the 
labor problem. 

Being still in hearty sympathy with 
the interests of Socialists, he naturally 
desired to present this new System for 
their consideration, which he was 
given opportunity to do at the meet- 
ing above mentioned, which was very 
fully attended and the audience much 
interested, although they could not 
get a full understanding of the System 
at one brief presentation. 

Mr. Heaver first gave an outline of 
this Commercial System, and of its 
aims to supplant the middlemen and 
bring the consumers and producers 
face to face, and eventually make all 
industries coöperative for the mutual 
benefit and profit of those engaged 
in labor. 

He called their attention to the fact 
that Dr. Teed, the founder of this 
System, would soon be in Chicago 


and would hold a series of conven- 
tions, when this System would be 
more fully discussed, and invited all 
Socialists and their friends to attend. 

He then voiced some of what he 
considered would be their objections 
to this movement. First, that it was 
led by what they term a “religious 
crank.” But in support of the idea 
that religious leadership was not ob- 
jectionable to reformers, and was one 
in which many had hope, he quoted 
from a speech of Senator Peffer, at 
the late Alliance Convention of Cin- 
cinnati, that the people of that Con- 
vention were the harbingers of a rev- 
olution that would dethrone money 
and re-establish the authority of the 
people; and that they would fight ‘with 
ballots and prayers, as the Alliance is 
in a great measure taking the place of 
the churches.” He also referred to 
the fact that Laurence Gronland had 
prophesied that in the near future 
some great religious mind would 
spring up, outside of the established 
Church, and lead this movement to 
success. But Socialists were so op- 
posed to religious ideas that he sup- 
posed they would dethrone their great 
leaders if they dared to endorse a sys- 
tem that emanated from a religious 
mind, 

He asked them seriously if they had 
already had too much of the religion 
which said, ‘Love thy neighbor as 
thyself’ and “Do unto others as ye 
would that they should do unto you”? 
His opinion was that so far they had 
had very little practical working of 
that sort of religion, which was the 
basis of Dr. Teed’s Commercial Sys- 
tem and which condemned the pres- 
ent competitive system and the so- 
called Christian churches as strongly 
as the Socialists themselves condemn- 
ed them: and that the money power 
of the competitive system was the 
great power that all labor organiza- 
tions had to contend against. 

His next point was that they would 
say that his plan would lead the peo- 
ple away from the State. But, ac- 
cording to his understanding, the peo- 
pleare the State; (applause;)and what- 
ever the majority endorse is a part of 
the State’s affairs. And although at 
present those who endorsed this Sys- 
tem might not be in the majority, 
still had’nt they the right to go in- 
to business? (applause.) 

MONOPOLY TO BE OVERTHROWN BY MO- 
NOPOLY. 

He said it took the like to cure the 
like. Was it not monopoly that was 
grinding their faces into the earth? 
Then the people must organize a big- 
ger monopoly than the capitalists; a 
monopoly that instead of taking in a 
few individuals in order to help each 
other pile up wealth, would take in 
every work-man or woman in the 
world, who wanted to come in, and 
operate for the mutual benefit of every 
member; and by this immense mo- 
nopoly they could get their rights by 
either swallowing up the other mono- 
polies or bringing them to terms, 

It might be urged that these coöper- 
ative schemes have been tried before 
and have always fallen through after 
a short time. Why? Because the 
people who operated them always 
eventually failed to keep to their own 
rules; and if the Socialists could not 
obey their own rules, and govern 
themselves they would fail in this as 
in any other thing they undertook; 
and that it was useless for them to 
put themselves at the head of a ticket 
to be elected to govern the people 
when they could not govern them: 
selves, 

Who are the enemies of Socialism ? 
Not only the Goulds and Vanderbilts, 
but every little retailer in the land 
who casts his vote for or against So- 
cialistic measures, and who supports 
the competitive system. 

Would it not be to our interests to 
have a clause in our declaration of 
principles that we pledge ourselves to 
use every lawful and constitutional 
means to change the competitive sys- 
tem into a coiiperative system? Ifso, 
then would it not be profitable for us 
to establish this cotperative system, 
and pledge ourselves to put into it 
every cent we could take out of the 
competitive system? 

This would be taking the trade out 
of the hands of our enemies, the re- 
tailers. This would, you think, low- 
er wages. No, you have a remedy for 
that, according to your own claims, 
which is that if you can take the un- 
employed labor out of the market you 
can dictate terms of wages; and if 
your coiiperative system were to em- 
ploy all the unemployed then you 
would be in just the position to fix 
the terms of your own wages, 


Of course in time this would place 
the employers in a position where 
they could notemploy you; they would 
have to break up; but that is what 
you want, and by that time there 
would be place for all of you in your 
own enterprise. Then the verse from 
Revelation would be fulfilled, which 
says, “And the merchants of the earth 
shall weep and mourn over her, for 
no man buyeth their merchandise any 
more.” (great applause.) 

Althongh I have been, like your- 
selves, an infidel and agnostic, I tell 
you that Book contains the whole la- 
bor movement from beginning to end. 
The trouble was, you and I did not 
understand it, and we have allowed 
the blind leaders to lead us, until we 
have become as blind as they; and 
unless you wake up and practice what 
you preach you are coming down to 
the end of this age into the terrible 
revolution that the writer of Cæsars 
Column pictures, 

We are like the old Israelitish slaves 
way back in Egypt; our masters will 
not let us go. But we will have a 
Moses who will make them let us go; 
and we will pass through the Red Sea, 
the sea of revolution, but we will pass 
through with clean hands and dry 
feet, by entering into this system of 
equity; those who follow the old 
pharaohs of the competitive system 
are the ones who will fall in the 
Red Sea and be destroyed. 

In conclusion Mr. Heaver said 
that, as “The principles of Socialism 
embrace all efforts towards the attain- 
ment of better conditions for the 
working class,” he moved a resolution, 
“That this meeting pledge itself to 
attend the conferences shortly to be 
held on this Commercial System by 
Dr. Teed, that they may thoroughly 
discuss the new system, and if found 
practicable support it.” 

The subject was then open to dis- 
cussion, and, as Mr. Heaver had an- 
ticipated, one of the main grounds of 
objection was that Dr. Teed was a 
religious reformer. Prof. Orchard- 
son, one of the socialistic leaders, 
(who is not only an agnostic but a 
chronic, hide-bound one,) who says 
he has no use for a God who does not 
attend to his business, and who for 
instance lets the Michigan fruit be 
ruined by early frosts, because he was 
not regulating the weather, etc., was 
very much opposed to the system of a 
man who claimed any relationship to 
such a God. He had not much to say 
on the system under consideration, 
only that he was opposed to any sys- 
tem which declared dividends, 

His only idea of what God might 
be is so narrow, and his agnosticism 
so chronic, that there is little hope 
that he will be able to expand into 
the knowledge of this new system in 
this embodiment. 

Several other Socialists spoke, and 
some expressed a wish to understand 
this system more fully, as they had 
confidence in Mr. Heayer's integrity 
of purpose and good sense in not fol- 
lowing visionary schemes. 

Mr. Morgan, who is the leader of 
Socialism in Chicago, closed the dis- 
cussion by a lengthy criticism which 
was evidently pre-arranged to fill up 
all the time until adjournment, and 
allow Mr. Heaver no opportunity to 
make the customary closing argument. 

He began very calmly by stating 
with what magnanimity they had 
given hearing to missionaries from 
the College of Life, an insignificant 
little body, with vague theories, who 
claimed to be in sympathy with Soci- 
alism. (If he would free himself of 
prejudice sufficiently to read the 
Famine Sword and compare its so- 
cialistic and economic views with the 
Socialists’ principles, he would see 
how true their claim is.) 

He extolled the magnitude of their 
body which had such great numbers 
in Germany and all over the world, 
and who were united upon a grand 
platform of fixed principles, and 
wanted to know if they were to give 
up these (no one asked them to give 
them np, but to carry them by Koresh- 
an methods, into practical operation) 
and follow the vague theories of a 
little body of no note. 

He read their declaration of princi- 
ples, and continued to magnify the 
greatness of their correctly-directed 
and powerful body and to deride the 
littleness of the puny body which 
had persumed to offer them advice or 
instruction, until he worked, himself 
into quite a storm of derision and in- 
dignation. The real subject under 
discussion he gave no consideration 
whatever, yet he admitted during his 
discourse that the situation was criti- 
cal, and that the Socialists (with all 
their wisdom) could not tell whether 
the result of the labor movement 
would be a great plunge ahead to the 
blissful state prophesied in “Looking 
Backward,” or a great plunge down- 
ward into the ruin pictured in “Cmsar’s 
Column.” 

When the people have to put their 
trust in such blinded, prejudiced and 
hide-bound leaders, who see no hope 
of reform except through political power, 
(which they yet have to wrest from 
capital,) or failing in that, through 
bloody revolution, it is small wonder 
that none of them can tell what they 
are coming to!—A. M. M. 
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ABIDING IN CHRIST. 


“I am the true vine, and my Father 
is the husbandman. 

“Every branch in me that beareth 
not frnit he taketh away; and every 
branch that beareth fruit he purgeth 
it, that it may bring forth more fruit. 

‘Now are ye clean through the word 
which I have spoken unto you, 

“Abide in me, andI in you. As 
the branch cannot bear fruit of itself 
except it abide in the vine, no more 
can ye, except ye abide in me. 

“Tam the vine, ye are the branches: 
He that abideth in me, and I in him, 
the same bringeth forth much fruit: 
for without me ye can do nothing. 

“Tf a man abide not in me, he is 
cast forth as a branch and is wither- 
ed; and men gather them into the 
fire and they are burned. 

“If ye abide in me and my words 
abide in you, ye shall ask what ye 
will and it shall be done unto you. 

“Herein is my Father glorified, 
that ye bear much fruit; so shall ye 
be my disciples. 

“As the Father hath loved me, so 
have I loved you: continue ye in my 
love. 

“Tf ye keep my commandments, ye 
shall abide in my love; even as I have 
kept my Father's commandments, 
and abide in his love.” 

The spiritual unity of Christ and 
his people is beautifully and touch- 
ingly described in this parabolic dis- 
course, giving to the believer an assur- 
ance that there is a fulness of life, of 
which he can become a partaker 
through a vital union, and fellowship, 
and that the strength of this union is 
the measure of infinite possibilities of 
growth and fruiffulness. 

The radiance of Christ’s love shines 
into the soul of the believer as a re- 
demptive force, if only supported by 
a strong faith that can open wide the 
windows of the soul so that it can 
become receptive to its cleansing and 
fructifying power. The vine and the 
branches forcibly elucidate this. 

The frucifying sap flows from the 
parent vine into the tender branches, 
vivifying them. Without this natural 
sustenance they could not bear fruit; 
so the followers of Christ can only, by 
constant communion with him, obtain 
that Divine life that will make them 
fruitful in good works, thereby con- 
stituting them efficient laborers in the 
great vineyard of the Lord. 

Humanity looks eagerly forward to 
a release from captivity tosin. Every 
day’s experience teaches a lesson, that 
lingers as a reproach in the memory, 
for the imaginary barriers that arise 
to mountain heights prevent the 
possibility of profiting by these ex- 
periences, therefore the lessons are 
lost to the weak and faint-hearted. 

Could we but realize that our great- 
est strength lies in our perceived 
weakness we might take courage; but 
we are inclined to resent this humili- 
ating conclusion. The efforts we put 
forth in the pride of self-dependence 
soon teach us the bitter lesson of 
complete failure, and that Christ and 
self cannot at the same time be the 
controlling power of our lives. The 
joy accruing from his presence can 
neyer enter a divided heart; for only 
as we abide in him, and he in us, is 
there hope of salvation. 

With all our visible weakness and 
willfulness, Christ meets us, extend- 
ing his hand to us, over the barriers 
of self-will with all its bitter disap- 
pointments and griefs, and with 
patient tenderness bids us come to 
him and find the source of abiding 
hope and enduring strength. 

Abiding in Christ implies an habit- 
ual living in close communion with 
him, a trustful resting in him, pour- 
ing out our hearts to him as to our 
one companion, our chosen and dearest 
friend. This is our only assurance 
of safety and shelter, but not freedom 
from dicipline and trial. The unfruit- 
ful branch that abideth not in the 
vine ig cut off and cast away asa 
useless encumbrance, ‘a fit emblem 
of a spiritual man who is not spiritual 
enough to work in this world or one 
higher.” From those that abide in 
the vine, he also taketh away, in 
that he taketh away all superfluous 
growths that rob the young fruit clus- 
ters of their nourishment. 

God is represented as the husband- 
man, the yine-dresser, and as he 
passes through his vineyard he will 
lop off every useless twig that con- 
sumes .the vital forces of the vine 
without bearing fruit, so all in 
whom the life of Christ is not appar- 
ent through good works, will be cut 
off from God’s kingdom. 

The productive branches stand in 


constant need of care, and the master 
of the vineyard often applies the 
pruning knife to the branches that 
live in full exposition to the sun’s 
rays and give the greatest evidence of 
fruitfulness. All exuberant foliage 
must. be destroyed; all excrescences 
that prevent the course of the vital 
forces must be cut off that they may 
bear more and better fruit. The 
branches that in autumn are the 
heaviest laden with thick clusters 
of grapes are those that have been 
most carefully pruned, 

The disciples of Christ, even those 
who enjoy the Divine life in close 
communion with him, must be puri- 
fied from all foreign elements that 
there may be no obstacles to the de- 
velopment of the Divine life within 
them, or a corresponding outward 
activity. Every disciple must submit 
to the purging process, for all will 
be tried as by fire, and those who will 
not submit to the trial will be cut off, 

Disappointments hover over us as 
dark ominous clouds, but they chas- 
ten the heart and make it humble. 
Sickness teaches a lesson of depend- 
ence, while it touches a secret spring 
in the soul that opens a fountain of 
tenderness and sympathy for all who 
suffer, Bereavements loosen the af- 
fections of the soul for earthly objects, 
teaching us to cling closer to him who 
bore a far heavier cross. 

The processes of discipline are 
many and varied. ‘‘Now no chasten- 
ing for the present seemeth to be 
joyous, but grievous: nevertheless 
afterward it yieldeth the peaceable 
fruit of righteousness unto them that 
are exercised thereby.” 

“If thou wouldst not endure that 
which is evil being taken away, thou 
must endure being taken away thy- 


self.” 
Jesus said, ‘“‘Now are ye clean 


through the word which I have spoken 
unto you.” The continued cleansing 
of those whom he had pronounced 
clean corresponds to the washing of 
the feet of those who had hitherto 
been wholly washed. ‘The bath of 
justification came first, the feet wash- 


ing afterward.” 
The central idea of the parable is 


the abiding in Christ. He declares 
that he abides in those who abide in 
him. Itis he who first commences 
this gracious union, and if he leaves 
us it is because we first forsake him. 

Every sincere heart should inquire, 
“How can I keep this union perfect?” 
Our own hearts will frequently answer 
the question, for if our most intense 
desire is fora unity with Christ we 
will hold his words close to our loving 
hearts, doing what they command and 
truly cherishing what they promise by 
absorbing their vitality, breathing of 
his Spirit and conforming our lives to 


his commands, 
We will then realize what it is to 


have him in our hearts, for if we love 
him his words will be engrafted into 
both our moral and spiritual nature, 
and if we fulfil all required conditions 
we have the promise, ‘‘Ye shall ask 
what ye will and it shall be done 
unto you.” ‘This is the criterion of 
ourfaith and obedience. 

If we abide in Christ his words 
abide in us, becoming a rule of con- 
duct for our lives, because in the obedi- 
ence of faith we live upon these 
words, imbibing his Spirit, walking 
in his footsteps, doing his work, bear- 
ing much fruit. Then, and then only 
are we worthy to be called his disci- 


ples. 
Our strength reaches exactly as far 


as our abiding in Cbrist and he in us, 
for without him we can do nothing; 
in him we can do all things,-—a truth 
to be kept before our minds lest it 
should be forgotten. Abide in me! 
These words are full of comforting and 
restful assurance to all who trust him 
in loving confidence. They are a 
safe harbor in which the “Rock of 
Ages” welcomes us to a sure refage 
during life's storms. They are a per- 
ennial fountain where the thirsty soul 


can be refreshed. 
The obedient spirit of true disciple- 


ship attracts and cherishes a continu- 
ance of Christ's love. His heart is a 
joyful heart amid suffering, for he 
abides in his Father's love and finds 
there the essence of all joy. This 
may also be our joy, for if we abide 
in Christ we shall reach that fulness 
of life when he will satisfy our souls 
with the joy of his eternal presence. 
We can feed on the sweet words of 
truth, drinking deep dranghts from 
the fountain of life, walking in his 
luminous pathway, forgiven through 
his mediation, enriched by his inter- 
cession, while we rest on his bosom. 
What more can we desire than that 
he abide in us and we in him? 


“Tf ye keep my commandments ye 
shall abide in my love.” This is 
legitimate evidence of true love, for 
without obedience there is no love. 
He will joyfully accept the evidence 
and give to every loving, obedient 
soul the testimony that he accepts it. 

“Tf ye love me, keep my command- 
ments. And I will pray the Father, 
and he shall give you another Com- 
forter, that he may abide with you 
forever; even the Spirit of truth; 
whom the world cannot receive, be- 
cause it seeth him not, neither know- 
eth him, but ye know him; for he 
Awelleth with you, and shall be in 


on. 
“I will not leave you comfortless: I 


will come to you. Yetalittle while, 
and the world seeth me no more; but 
ye see me: because I live, ye shall 
livealso. Atthat day ye shall know 
that I am in my Father, and ye 
in me, and Iin you.” 

“The world passeth away, and the 
lust thereof: but he that doeth the 
will of God abideth forever.” In 
doing God’s will we live upon the 
flow of his being as a branch receiving 
the fructifying sap of the vine, It is 
thereby we participate in his immor- 
tality, and at his bidding put forth 
our hands and partake of the fruit of 
the tree of Life that is in the midst of 
God’s garden, and live forever, 

The presence of our Divine Lord 
will make our lives solemn, yet strong 
of purpose, vigorous in activity, forit 
is-a power that will quicken and 
sustain every energy of the soul, A 
Father's affection, a brother’s sympa- 
thy, a mother’s tenderness and faith- 
fulness are lavished upon us through 
his presence, which is our rest and 
strength, He is the perennial source 
of that new life which consists in 
constant communion with God where- 
by we may grow into his likeness; 
the hitherto hidden life that has its 
grand and glorious consummation in 
the second advent of our Lord Christ. 

Through the hope that arises from 
a contemplation of all this there 
cometh unto us a peace that passeth 


allunderstanding. We know thatit is 
the victory of faith that overcomes 
the world. It is the abiding in Christ 
and he in us that will win for us the 
sweet felicity of heaven.—Mizpah. 


HERE IS DISCRIMINATION FOR YOU. 


New York Times: We hope our 
high-tariff friends will not overlook a 
letter written by Mr. A. B, Farquhar 
and read by Col. McClure of Philadel- 
phia at Kennett Square, Pa., the 2d 
inst., in the course of a debate con- 
cerning tariff duties. Mr. Farquhar 
is the Chairman of the A, B. Farquhar 
Company, limited, whose great factor- 
iesare at York, Pa.—one of the largest 
corporations engaged in manufac- 
turing agricultural implements. The 
words which especially deserve atten- 
tion are those relating to the prices of 
such implements when sold to buyers 
in foreign countries. Mr. Farquhar 
wrote as follows: 


Of the agricultural implements used in South 
America, Mexico, Australia and South Africa we 
now manufacture a very large proportion in the 
United States. In some sections American im- 
plements and machinery are used almost exclu- 
sively: fally three-fourths of the plows used in 
South America and South Africa are made in this 
country. Our implements for export must be 
sold at very low prices, that is, at a small profit 
to the manufacturer, since we must compete with 
England and Germany, ‘he prices obtained for 
our agricultural implements sold abroad aver- 
age from 5 per cent to 15 per cent less than 
what we get in this country, As J have several 
times had occasion to observe, the manufacturer 
who is able to export his goods can have nouse 
for protection except to enable him to extort 
more money from home purchasers than he is 
able to get from those abroad. 

It should be borne in mind that 
this is the testimony of an old, prom- 
inent and successful manufacturer of 
the implements in question. He does 
not seem to have been restrained from 
making these assertions by the repeat- 
ed and angry cries of the MeKinley 
press that any one who publishes 
such statements is of necessity a liar. 
Probably he knows that in spite of all 
precautions a bit of truth sometimes 
slips into the columns of these jour- 
nals. The Chicago Inter Ocean, for ex- 
ample, declared that ‘‘no standard 
goods of American make are sold for 
a less price abroad than here,” and, 
after it had rung all the changes on 
this which could be suggested in the 
heat of controversy, its vigilance was 
so relaxed that its readers were per- 
mitted to know that the cartridge 
manufacturers of this country sold 
their goods to foreign buyers at a re- 
duction of 25 per cent. The Inter- 
Ocean's indignation was expressed Jan. 
18th in this way: 


Just look at it. Four concerns, protected by 
a stiff tariff against foreign competition, com- 
bine and crush out and buy ont all competitors 
in this country, and then compelevery American 
consnmer to pay them 25 per cent more for 
goods than a Canuck has to pay for the same 
goods, or agreaser in Mexico! This is protec- 
tection with a vengeance, —Chicago Tribune. 


THE RULE OF THE DEVIL AND 
THE POLITICIAN, 


The modern Dives believed that he could keep 
his gold, fare sumptuously every day, endow a 
college at last with money hoarded by artful 
“trust? methods, and then go to Abraham’s 
bosom as well as Lazarus. He forgets Christ's 
teaching; he ‘tis having his good things now.”

to do with these she has nothing,—Rev. H. A. 
Delaus, in News. 

The so-called Christianity of to-day, 
unlike the genuine article of eighteen 
hundred years ago has nothing to do 
with these ‘burning questions of the 
hour.” Like the priest and Levite on 
the Jericho road, it is too busy tinker- 
ing with its creeds and looking after 
the interests of Zion to care for any 
such matters. It has relegated the 
management of such affairs to the 
devil and the politician and has taken 
as its part of such merely humanitarian 
concerns the part of silent acquies- 
cence in or active support of their ar- 
rangements. 

To do otherwise, with them, would 
be to mix religion and politics, and 
that would never do. It is true that 
the God whom they profess to wor-
